The symbols most associated with the coinage of Akragas are the eagle and the crab. Sometime after 420 BC, the Akragantines replaced the 
single eagle with a pair of eagles standing on a hare, the inspiration for which must have come from the Agamemnon of Aeschylus where 
men saw two eagles, representing Agamemnon and Menelaos, feasting upon a pregnant hare. It has always been believed that the city’s 
dekadrachms were issued to celebrate the victory of Exainetos, an Akragantine, at the Olympic Games in 412 BC. It seems more likely, 
however, that they were part of the war preparations of Akragas against their enemy Carthage shortly before 406 BC. This tetradrachm is every 
bit the equal of the dekadrachm in terms of development of the traditional Akragantine themes and fineness of their representation.

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The Coinage of Katane 


Founded about 730/29 BC by the colonists from the neighboring Chalkidian colony of Naxos, the city of Katane was located on the eastern 
coast of Sicily on the fertile Katanian plain near the southern limits of the lava flows from Mt. Aitna. Like its neighbor to the north, Leontini, 
the city prospered from its exploitation of the fertile plain for the production of barley. When it began striking coinage in the mid-fifth century 
BC, Katane included on its issues the local river, Amenanos, which was responsible for the fertility of the soil. Like other contemporary Greek 
riverine depictions, the river-god is portrayed as a human-headed bull. Later issues, however, perhaps influenced by other regional coinages, 
give the river-god a more youthful and androgynous appearance. 


Katane’s prosperity attracted the attention of its immediate and more-powerful neighbor Syracuse. In 476 BC, Hieron I expelled the population 
from Katane, driving them north to Leontini. In turn, Katane was “refounded” with a new body of colonists consisting of Syracusan citizens 
and Dorian mercenaries. Renamed Aitna, it issued a short-lived and very rare coinage, featuring the head of Silenos on the obverse and either 
Zeus or his thunderbolt on the reverse. This Syracusan overlordship was short-lived, and in 461 BC the original inhabitants of Katane were 
restored to the city, while the inhabitants of Aitna were withdrawn to the fortress of Inessa, which they renamed Aitna. To commemorate the 
reinstatement of its original inhabitants, Katane struck a remarkable series of tetradrachms featuring the river-god Amenanos on the obverse 
and Nike holding a wreath, diadem, or fillet on the reverse. Several different adjuncts, such as a Silenos or a ketos are inlcuded on the obverse 
as well. Such additions may be evidence of regional influences resulting from Katane’s recent history. Such is the case after about 460 BC 
when this issue was replaced by one featuring a quadriga similar to that of Syracuse, but without the additional Nike, on the obverse and the 
laureate head of Apollo, similar to that of Leontini, on the reverse. 


Katane continued to prosper until the late 5th century BC, when the city entered a period when it became continually embroiled in conflicts 
between other states. In 415 BC, Katane was attacked and captured by Athens, which used the city as the base of operations for the first year 
of the famous Sicilian Expedition. Later, in 403 BC, Katane fell to Dionysios I of Syracuse, who, like Hieron I before him, re-founded the 
city, this time with Campanian mercenaries. Katane’s close relationship with Syracuse then made the city a target for the Carthaginians, who 
captured the city in 396 BC, and held it for about 50 years, until it was liberated by Timoleon in the 340s BC. When Pyrrhos landed in Sicily 
in 278 BC, Katane was the first Sicilian city to welcome him, opening its gates and receiving him with great pomp (Diod. 19. 110; 22. 8). By 
the time of the First Punic War, however, Katane submitted itself to Rome, a friendly arrangement that allowed the city to regain much of its 
former prosperity. Katane was ravaged a final time, by Sextus Pompey during the Roman Civil War, but its refoundation as a colony under 
Augustus resulted in a renewed prosperity as a provincial town.

The dies used at Katane in the mid-late 5th century BC display some of the finest classical style engraving in Sicilian numismatics. Parallels in 
style between Katanean issues in this period and contemporary signed pieces from other mints have led numismatists to assign many dies to the 
work of master engravers such as Euainetos. The present piece, however, is signed IT, for the artist Prokles, whose full signature is known on 
tetradrachms at Katane in this period (cf. CNG 57, lot 83). This Prokles is thought to be the same artist who engraved a number of magnificent 
didrachm, hemidrachm, and litra dies at Naxos (cf. Cahn 108, 122, and 136, respectively). The quantity of his work there suggests that Naxos 
was his home (see also ACGC pp. 224-5).

Classical style. ($200,000) 


Located on the eastern shore of Sicily in the shadow of Mt. Aitna, Naxos was the oldest of the Greek colonies on the island, founded in 735 BC 
by colonists from Chalkis (in Euboia), and Ionia. According to Thucydides (1.100), Naxos established its own colony by founding Leontini in 
730 BC, which was soon followed by the foundation of a second colony, Aitna, later known as Katane. Owing to the fertility of the volcanic soil 
of Mt. Aitna, Naxos developed an economy of viticulture, and along with Leontini and Katane, became very prosperous. This wealth attracted 
the attention of Syracuse, which subjugated Naxos in 476 BC, removing its citizens along with those of Katane to Leontini. Upon the death of 
Hieron in 461 BC, the Naxians were reinstated to their original city, and formed a close alliance with Leontini and Katane. During the Sicilian 
Expedition in 427 BC, Naxos actively provided support to the Athenians, who had sent a large fleet to attempt to neutralize Syracuse’s aid to 
Sparta. In 409 BC, Naxos sided with Syracuse against the Carthaginians, but in 403 BC, the tyrant Dionysios of Syracuse turned against the 
Naxians, destroying the city and selling the women and children into slavery. 


This tetradrachm was struck between 430 and 420 BC, in the period when Naxos was assisting Athens. With only one obverse and five reverse 
dies, the issue was apparently very short, and must have served a specific purpose. Unlike the earlier archaic style tetradrachms, struck shortly 
after Naxian independence from Syracuse in 461 BC, these coins display a genuine classical style, with lifelike depictions of Dionysos, the god 
of the vine, on the obverse and Silenos on the reverse. The god’s languid eye and countenance are now more physiologically correct, replacing 
the earlier Archaic conventions. The hair of his head and beard are now tousled, and the diadem, with its interweaving ivy, is less formalized 
than earlier, with the ear now overlapping the diadem. Here too, the satyr Silenos is a more rounded version than that of the Aitna Master’s and 
a depiction much nearer his traditional description as a fleshy individual with a paunch and a round, balding head. The Silenoi, half-man-half 
goat followers of Dionysos, were often depicted in an ithyphallic state as they pursued the god’s female attendants, the mainads. Silenos was 
the oldest, wisest, and most drunken of the Silenoi, and according to Eurpides’ play, the Cyclops, he had been forced to attend Polyphemos, 
who dwelled in the region of Mt. Aitna, and hence one reason for its use on this coin of Naxos. The obvious reason for the choice of these types, 
however, is that they are direct allusions to the source of Naxos’ wealth and power, her wine production.

By the middle of the 5th century BC, the situation in Sicily previewed much later developments in Renaissance Italy, where local princes 
engaged in continual warfare among themselves, while employing the services of the finest contemporary artists and craftsmen. Wars required 
significant amounts of money to hire mercenaries, and the increasing cultural sophistication of the courts encouraged artistic experimentation 
— the result was the patronizing of some of the most talented coin engravers in history. In Syracuse and surrounding cities, the anonymous 
“Demareteion Master” and the “Maestro della foglia” were followed by their students and successors - Choirion, Euainetos, Eumenos, 
Exakestidas, Herakleidas - all of whom proudly signed their works. These masters developed new ways of viewing the world through art, 
breaking the static forms developed in Archaic and early Classical art, thereby developing new methods of portraying motion and life in 
miniature. The silver tetradrachm was the preferred denomination for such expression, providing a sufficient canvas upon which these artists 


had free-range to play. 


At Syracuse, these artists infused the standard typology - the victorious charioteer and the head of Arethusa - with a vigorous lifelike quality 
that stands among the finest works of numismatic art. The chariot scene was transformed from a two-dimensional view to a dynamic three- 
dimensional perspective, with the horses arrayed in a manner to give the viewer the impression that the horses are emerging from the field. 
On the reverse, the previously stoic and sedate profile of Arethusa was now imbued with an individuality. Although her adornments varied in 
the way her hair was kept and the kind of earrings she wore, the vitality of her countenance now offered a radiant immortality. Although we 
are most familiar with the artists who signed their dies, some of the finest dies were left unsigned. The present coin, although unsigned, is an 
excellent example of the highest art of this period.

By the third century BC, the Punic goddess Tanit and the horse had become the standard types of Carthaginian coinage and remained so for 
the balance of the city’s existence. Tanit was the primary deity of Carthage. A celestial divinity with some fertility aspects, she was the North 
African equivalent of Astarte. She is always depicted on the coinage wearing a wreath of grain which may have been borrowed from Demeter 
and Persephone as the Carthaginians assimilated the Sicilian culture into their own during the various Punic excursions to the island. The use 
of the horse on the reverse is usually considered part of the foundation myth of Carthage. According to Virgil’s Aeneid, the Phoenician colonists 
who founded Carthage were told by Juno (or Tanit) to establish the new colony at the place where they discovered a horse’s head in the ground. 
Another theory is that the obverse head is actually Demeter or Persephone, whose worship was introduced to Carthage in 396 BC to make 
amends for the destruction of the goddesses’ temples outside Syracuse by the Carthaginian army.

Providing a noteworthy counterbalance to his role as Smintheus, the “Mouse God”, who unleashed plagues (Hom. //. 1.39-52), Apollo also 
was associated with healing and bore the epithet Jatros, or “Healer”. Although this latter function became more specifically the role of his son, 
Asklepios, a number of sacred sites remained dedicated to Apollo Iatros. One such site was in the city of Apollonia Pontika, and it is highly 
likely that the figure represented on this tetradrachm is the colossal statue of that god by the fifth-century BC Athenian sculptor Kalamis which, 
according to Strabo (7.6.1), stood in the local temple there, until the statue was carried off by the Romans in the early first century BC under 
the command of the Macedonian governor, M. Terentius Varro Lucullus (Plin. NH 34.18.39). 


While the exact find spot is unknown, the piece does originate from the western Pontic coastal region. Topalov’s attribution of the coin to 
Apollonia is circumstantial, and mostly based on similarities to particular 2nd-1st century BC bronzes of that city. However, there is no 
indication of a cult of Apollo Iatros ever existing at Apollonia. On the contrary, there is evidence of such a cult at Olbia, attested by an 
inscription on a statue base found there during archaeological excavations in 1962 (W.M. Calder III, “Stratonides Athenaios,” American 
Journal of Archaeology 75.3 [July 1971], pp. 325-6).

The Coinage of Lysimachos 


Lysimachos was a Macedonian of great physical strength and fortitude who rose to prominence and attained the rank of Bodyguard for 
Alexander the Great. He became governor of Thrace and parts of northwest Asia Minor bordering the Black Sea after Alexander’s death, and 
like the other Diadochi assumed the royal title in 306/5 BC. At the beginning of his reign, Lysimachos continued to use Alexander’s coinage 
types, later modifying them by replacing Alexander’s name with his own. In 297 BC, Lysimachos introduced a stunning new coinage, and 
chose to honor his benefactor, Alexander, by using the latter’s portrait as the obverse type. Athena, Lysimachos’ patron god, was chosen as his 
new reverse type. This coinage was struck at a variety of mints in Asia Minor and, later, Macedon and Thrace, as Lysimachos extended the 
boundaries of his growing empire (by 285 BC he occupied all of Macedon). The currency gained wide popularity, and continued to be minted 
as civic issues by a number of the cities for over a century after Lysimachos’ death. G.K Jenkins noted the power of the Alexander portrait 
in his commentary on the Gulbenkian Collection: “The idealized portrait of Alexander introduced on the coinage of Lysimachos in 297 is 
characterized by the horn of Ammon which appears above the ear. The allusion is to Alexander’s famous visit to the oracle of Ammon at the 
Siwa Oasis in 331, when the god is supposed to have greeted Alexander as ‘My son’... [T]he best of the Alexander heads on Lysimachos’ 
coinage...have a power and brilliance of effect that is irresistible. It [is speculated] that these Alexander heads may have derived from an 
original gem carved by Pyrgoteles, an engraver prominent among the artists of Alexander’s court....” Regardless of the inspiration for the new 
design, part of the remarkable attraction of this coinage is its artistic variety: each engraver created a fresh and distinctive portrayal of the 
world’s greatest conqueror.

On the reverse of Lysimachos’ coins, Athena’s shield is typically decorated with the facing head of a lion. However, the shield on this particular 
coin is decorated with a star, which does not appear to be a standard practice at any of his mints, although it does appear as a variety in other 
known issues (see Pozzi 1172 for an example from Ainos mint). Thompson does not plate an example of this type, so it is unknown whether 
her type 249 coins also have this unusual feature. It is worth noting that the portrait style of this coin diverges somewhat from the style typically 
found on the coins of Pella. These two aspects suggest that this issue may belong to another mint.

This charming agrarian type, the cow suckling a calf, has been variously attributed to different Macedonian cities and tribes. There appear to 
be four distinct groups of this coinage. All four have on their obverse a bull being suckled by a calf, with each standing either left or right. The 
first group has an obverse with 1-3 pellets above the bull and an ornamented thick ground line, and a reverse with a diagonally-divided incuse 
square (HPM pl. XVIII, 3-13 and SNG ANS 923-5). The second group has nothing above the bull on the obverse, and two reverse varieties, a 
perpendicularly divided incuse square (HPM pl. XVIII, 14-16 and Rosen 159) or a large rosette pattern within an incuse circle (HPM pl. XVIII, 
17-19 and Rosen 160). Both of these reverse types are certainly from the same mint, as there is an obverse die link (HPM pl. XVIII, 14 and 17). 
The third group of this coinage has an EN inscribed above the bull and no ground line on the obverse, and a perpendicularly divided incuse square 
on the reverse (HPM pl. XVIII, 21-4). The fourth group has nothing above the bull and no ground line on the obverse, but has a radiate border. 
There are two reverse varieties to this group, one with a perpendicularly divided incuse square with two of its quarters further divided diagonally 
into fourths (HPM pl. XVIII, 20), and the other has the facing head of a gorgoneion (SNG ANS 69). 


From the time of Svoronos, group 1 has been given to the Bottiaei, but the reasoning is tenuous. Based on the incuse type, weight standard, and 
obverse iconography, Svoronos established that these coins must originate in the Chalkidian region. While this conclusion is corroborated by the 
limited number of finds of these coins, his attribution to the Bottiaei is simply based on the fact that it was the sole remaining location to which he 
had not assigned any other coins. As for the other groups (2-4), they have usually been attributed to either Aineia (HPM and ANS) or an uncertain 
mint in the Thraco-Macedonian region (Rosen). As an alternative, E.S.G. Robinson has suggested that the issues inscribed EN (group 3) belong 
to Ennea Hodoi, the later Amphipolis (cf. SNG Ashmolean 2264 = Kraay ACGC 560). Likewise, the presence of the gorgoneion on group 4 coins 
may indicate an issue of Neapolis. If Neapolis did issue coins of this type, it may also be responsible for the group 3 coins. It seems that there were 
two locations called Neapolis, one on the coast and one inland, and the legend EN could be read as “Interior Neapolis”, with the E abbreviating 
some form of Greek ENDON. This theory would place the group 4 coinage at coastal Neapolis and the group 3 coinage at the inland city. At 
present, while an attribution of all these groups to the Chalkidian region is undisputed, an attribution to any specific tribe or city is uncertain.

Hardwick’s study of the coinage of Terone places this type among the city’s last group of silver issues, which he dates to circa 400-348 BC. 
None of these coins have been discovered among hoards, so this dating is primarily based on a typological analysis. The early coinage of 
Terone featured a quadripartite incuse square on the reverse which was replaced with a figural reverse type in the late 5th century BC. In the 
early 4th century BC, Terone became a member of the Chalkidian League, and Hardwick notes an issue of bronze coinage at Terone that 
is probably related to the late Terone silver, but also to certain issues of the Chalkidian League that date to the early 4th century BC. This 
relationship, along with the absence of these silver coins from 5th century hoards, forms the basis for the dating of this coinage, which must 
have terminated upon the city’s capture by Philip II in 348 BC. While there are a number of these coins in public collections, the fact that all 
are known from single finds, rather than hoards, accounts for their extreme rarity in the marketplace today.

Alexander’s distaters were the heaviest gold coins produced by the Greeks up to that time. Troxell identified three separate groups of distater 
issues, the first two of which, Groups A and B, were either struck concurrently at different Macedonian mints, or sequentially at the primary 
Macedonian mint. Group C, she noted, was a later group, probably just after Alexander’s lifetime, that revived the markings from Group A, 
kantharos, trident, and fulmen. This group is only known from 18 coins (Troxell only identified 17), and, by virtue of die links, was obviously 
a very small, concentrated output that must have been undertaken for a very specific purpose. By virtue of their date of striking, it is possible 
that the Group C distaters were struck by one of the Macedonian diadochs, Antipater, Polyperchon, or Kassander, to secure the loyalty of other 
senior commanders or communities within their sphere of influence. 


A significant feature of group C is the presence of an unusually artistic representation of Nike that breaks tradition. Of the seven reverse dies 
known in this group, four are of the standard representation, paralleling the staters: Nike stands upon a ground line, with her left leg slightly 
bent forward, and her chiton falls straight to the ground. The other three dies, one of which was used to strike the present coin, take a new 
approach, displaying her feet dangling below her, as if she were alighting from the sky. The fluidity of her motion is emphasized by the folds 
of her chiton, billowing as if blown by the wind as she is propelled forward in flight. One of these three dies retains the ground line (cf. SNG 
Berry 135), while the others forego it, preferring to display Nike fully suspended in the air. The visual cues are stunning in their beauty, and 
transform the staid figure of the standing Nike type into a spirited and vigorous figure in motion, which finds a modern parallel in the famous 
walking Liberty of the Saint-Gaudens double-eagle. 


Of the three varieties in Group C, this trident variety is the rarest, with only four known, struck from two obverse and one reverse dies. (For 
the other three coins, see Paeonia Hoard II 141; B. Feirstein Collection [Part I, Numismatica Ars Classica 39, 16 May 2007], lot 25 = Berk 98, 
no. 8; and the Millennia Collection [Goldberg 46, 26 May 2008], lot 19).

Based on the monogram and possibly an obverse die link, M. Thompson (ADM) placed this issue of the eagle coinage at Miletos. Price, 
however, thought it difficult to place any of the eagle coinage outside Macedonia, let alone a mint that was not the earliest in western Asia 
Minor.

This configuration of the legend, with BASIAEQ> and AAEZANAPOY running parallel to either side of Zeus, is found almost exclusively 
at mints in Thrace and along the Black Sea.

The style of these dies is a match for two other uncertain issues that have recently come to light, bearing a club (Triton IX, 787; CNG 70, 118;

This type was probably issued immediately following the suppression of Philip VI Andriskos’ revolt. As the Romans did not think the 
Macedonian people had supported Andriskos, they sent a peace embassy, instead of an army of occupation, after his defeat. The Latin legend 
LEG refers to ‘legatio’, an embassy, and the hand holding the olive branch an offer of peace. 


A.M. Burnett published a hoard (“Aesillas: Two new hoards,” CH VII) containing a small number of these tetradrachms along with various 
Athenian new style tetradrachms, Thasos tetradrachms, and Aesillas tetradrachms. Due to the light wear on the LEG MAKEAONQN 
tetradrachms, Burnett concluded that they were struck shortly before Aesillas’ issues, a downdating of approximately fifty years. Some 
numismatists have adopted this proposal (see Crawford, CMRR, p. 197). It seems more likely, however, that any apparent anomaly in degree of 
wear can be explained by the possibility that the hoard was assembled over a period of time, a supposition also supported by the other coinage 
found in the hoard. For example, the Athenian issues span the years 159/8-137/6 BC, and a number of these are also as well preserved as the 
Macedonian coins. The evidence of this single find is thus inconclusive, and cannot override MacKay’s analysis without further confirmation.

This beautiful tetradrachm is a majestic example of early Hellenistic artwork, as noted by G.K. Jenkins: “It is at once apparent that in one 
important respect Pyrrhos’ practice is closely akin to that of the Macedonian kings of this time, in that nowhere does his portrait appear. Much 
as we may regret this, the splendid and exuberant types of Pyrrhos’ Lokrian coins go far to compensate for it. The tetradrachm has for the 
obverse the head of Dodonean Zeus, whose sanctuary lay in Pyrrhos’ homeland; this head, crowned with oak leaves and with restless flowing 
hair and beard, makes a strong contrast with the restrained and classical head of the same god minted for Alexander of Epeiros at Tarentum, 
and even with the more concentrated style of Antigonos Doson’s Poseidon, but the Pyrrhos coin is masterly in its different way. Its exciting and 
dynamic quality is well matched by the calm majesty of the reverse type, Dione seated on a high-backed throne and swathed in the complex 
drapery so typical of Hellenistic sculpture.... The impressive style of these coins is quite different from anything we might have expected at 
an Italian mint at this time, and it may well be that the artist responsible was not a local one, but may have come from mainland Greece or 
Macedonia.”

Founded in the fifth century BC, the Akarnanian Confederacy was composed from time to time of a varying number of the local towns. In 
438 BC, the Confederacy allied itself with Athens, providing it with support during the Peloponnesian War, while at the same time expanding 
its own control in the region. During this period the Confederacy began to issue coinage, which, like the coins of many of the other Greek 
confederacies, were struck in the city-states of its leading members. The obverse of this federal coinage depicts the head of the river-god 
Acheloos, the eponymous patron of the river which formed the natural boundary between Akarnania and Aitolia. The reverse may depict 
Apollo Aktiakos, whose temple was located on the promontory overlooking the Gulf of Ambrakia and which may have served as the meeting 
place of the confederacy’s members. 


During the fourth century BC, the Confederacy shifted its alliances between Sparta and Athens as they struggled to control Greece. By the 
latter part of the century, however, the Akarnanian Confederacy was allied with Macedon. In 314 BC, it sided with Kassander in the Diadoch 
Wars. Periodic border conflicts with the Aitolians resulted in the loss of Akarnanian border territories and, although an agreement was reached 
in 263/2 BC, by 250 BC, at about the same time this quarter stater was minted, the Akarnanian Confederacy was divided between the Aitolians 
and the Molossians in Epeiros. In 230 BC the Akarnanian Confederacy enjoyed a brief revival, but after the Battle of Pydna in 168 BC, 
information about it disappears from the historical record.

In 373/2 BC, an earthquake destroyed the great Temple of Apollo at Delphi. Although reconstruction on the site commenced, the Phokian 
occupation of the sanctuary during the Sacred War of 355-346 BC prevented any full-scale work from occurring. In 338/6 BC, the Amphiktionic 
League decided to melt down the coinage comprising the temple treasury and mint a new series of coinage that would be used to finance a full 
reconstruction project. This new series comprised staters, drachms, and hemidrachms, whose types reflected the two sanctuaries controlled 
by the Amphiktionic League: the Temple of Apollo at Delphi and the Temple of Demeter at Anthela (near Thermopylai). The obverse of the 
staters depicts a left-facing head of Demeter, wearing a veil and grain-ear wreath and evoking her traditional guise as the goddess of grain 
and fertility. On the reverse, Apollo is seated in a contemplative manner on an omphalos, holding a laurel branch and resting his elbow on 
a kithara. The omphalos, kithara, and laurel branch each recall a significant aspect of Apollo’s mythology, with the omphalos signifying his 
oracular seat at Delphi, the kithara his dominion over music, and the laurel (1) Sv) his personal badge, the result of his unrequited love for 
the nymph Daphne.

Athens’ Monetary Crisis 


In 405 BC, the Athenian playwright Aristophanes wrote The Frogs (oi B&tegaxou), and in 392 BC, he wrote The Assemblywomen (ai 
"Exxhyo.dCovoat). Both plays contain pertinent references to the monetary situation in Athens resulting from the Peloponnesian War. In 
The Frogs, ll. 725-726, the Chorus complains that the current employment of less-than-honorable citizens and foreigners in positions of civic 
leadership is similar to the city-state’s recent use of gold issues and so-called “grievous coppers” (movneots yaAxtotc) as currency, and in The 
Assemblywomen, ll. 815-822, one man complains how a decree of 394 BC, declaring these fourrées suddenly worthless, left him quite literally 
“holding the bag.” 


Suffering from a lack of funds late in the Peloponnesian War, Athens struck its first gold coinage, a clear sign of an economic emergency and 
one documented in the annual Parthenon inventories. In 413 BC, the Spartans captured Dekeleia and thereby cut off Athens from its main silver 
source at Laurion. By 407/6 BC, the need to raise funds for the city’s defense became so desperate that the authorities ordered the melting 
down of available gold, including seven gold statues of Nike, which subsequently disappear from the inventory. The gold from this, comprising 
14 talents, was then struck in six denominations, from staters to hemiobols. Once these coins were struck, the dies were then deposited in an 
alabaster box in the Parthenon treasury to ensure that they could not be misused (IG II 2.2, 665). 


The “grievous coppers” mentioned in Aristophanes have consistently been interpreted as “official” fourrées, struck when the supply of gold 
was exhausted by 406/5 BC. Numismatists have subsequently attempted to distinguish this specific issue from those fourrées which were 
fabricated privately. The 1902 discovery of a sizeable hoard of plated tetradrachms and drachms at the Athenian port city of Piraeus provided 
the largest single piece of evidence in support of the theory that the fourrées Aristophanes mentioned were “official” issues, and not private 
fabrications. Re-examining the issue in 1996, John H. Kroll (Essays Oeconomides, pp. 139-142) argued that while the direct evidence was 
not conclusive that the “grievous coppers” of Aristophanes were “official” fourrées, no plausible alternative hypothesis existed, and that the 
identification of the 1902 Piraeus Hoard with the emergency coinage struck in 406/5 BC was very persuasive. Few specimens of this hoard 
survive, as much of the material was melted for its silver. Those remaining handful of pieces, all in the Athens Collection, are of identical 
distinctive condition, coloration, and style, and were struck from a limited number of dies. Kroll also lists four additional specimens that may 
belong to the emission of 406/5 BC, based on their fabric and a close stylistic affinity with the extant drachms of the Piraeus Hoard.

This coin is from the first class of staters in Ravel’s group 2 coinage, distinguished by the presence of the linear border around the head of 
Athena on the reverse.

At the time of Golenko & Karyszkowski’s publication of the corpus of known gold coins of Pharnakes, there were 15 known specimens. 
Very few specimens have since come to light, bringing the known population of these very rare pieces to about 22, of which about 10 are in 
museums. The present coin may be the sole example of the first year of issue available in the marketplace. 


Pharnakes was awarded the Bosporan Kingdom by Pompey, for the betrayal of his father Mithradates VI, King of Pontos. Little is known 
of his 16-year reign except for its ending. During the Civil War between Pompey and Julius Caesar, Pharnakes tried to recapture his father’s 
former territories in Pontos. He won a victory over Caesar’s general, Domitius Calvinus, and ordered Romans in the region castrated or put to 
the sword. In response, Caesar launched a rapid five day war against Pharnakes in 47 BC, culminating in the battle of Zela. Caesar emerged 
victorious, prompting him to report back to the Senate with the now famous dictum, “Veni, Vidi, Vici” (I came, I saw, I conquered).

With the exception of the coinage of Mithradates VI ‘the Great’, the coins of the earlier Pontic kings are very rare, and only a handful of 
drachms are known. As noted by Merkholm in EHC, the portraits of these Pontic kings are among the most striking and lifelike in all of 
Greek royal portrait coinage. Unlike many other series, such as the Ptolemies and Seleukids, the portraits here are not idealized, portraying 
their subjects “warts and all.” Only some of the coins of the early Greco-Baktrian kings have such lovely die workmanship, but the character 
displayed in these Pontic portraits is unparalleled.

In the late 5th century BC the Kyzikene electrum began featuring portraits that, based on their individualistic features, must have been 
representations of actual persons. From the earliest times, numismatists have attempted to assign these portraits to particular people. 
Suggestions have ranged from Persians, such as Pharnabazos, to Greeks, such as the Corinthian Pellichos or the Athenian general Timotheos. 
The possibility of a portrait of Philip Il of Macedon was the subject of a specialized study by M.R. Kaiser-Raiss (“Philipp II. und Kyzikos” in 
SNR 63 [1984], pp. 27-54), who linked the portrait on coins of von Fritze type 199 to particular sculptures thought to represent the Macedonian 
king. Such studies have proven inconclusive, though, and the portrait on the present piece, certainly portraying an aged man with a balding 
head, is quite perplexing. Bulatovi¢ places this issue circa 400 BC, clearly early in the portrait series, which would preclude both Pharnabazos 
and Philip II. The head on the sculpture of Pellichos by Demetrius of Alopece, described in a passage of Lucian (Philops 18), with its bald 
head, fat features, and beard, however, does resemble the portrait on the present coin. Other than a general resemblance, though, such an 
attribution is speculative. Kraay only notes that, due to the international character of the Kyzikene coinage, these persons were unlikely to 
have been residents of the city, and, because some are depicted laureate, as here, may have simply been influential dynasts who controlled 
areas of the Black Sea trade. Nonetheless, these portraits are among the earliest Greek depictions of actual people, with representations that are 
extraordinary in their vivid, lifelike countenances.

Both previous sales attributed this coin to an uncertain Thraco-Macedonian tribe, while referencing cf. SNG Copenhagen (vol. 8) 344 and cf. 
SNG Delepierre 1091. The style of the Copenhagen piece is completely different, more akin to classical period representations with lifelike 
features than the clearly archaic style of the present piece. Similarly, all of the lion head types attributed to the Thraco-Macedonian region in 
the references have a more classical period style. In contrast, the style of the present coin is more like the early lion heads found on the coinage 
of western Asia Minor, such as Knidos and Lindos. While the Delepierre piece is more consistent with this style, K. Konuk has reassigned that 
coin type to an uncertain mint in Caria (SNG Kayhan 932), where he also places the Kayhan coin that is almost a perfect match to the present 
coin (SNG Kayhan 933).

As part of the Achaemenid Empire, Caria in the fourth century BC was under the rule of a family of semi-independent satraps known as the 
Hekatomnids after the dynasty’s founder, Hekatomnos. Born in Mylasa, Hekatomnos was appointed satrap of Caria by Artaxerxes II after the 
fall of Tissaphernes in 392/1 BC and was later given control of Miletos in 386 BC. Interested in Hellenic culture (and possibly hedging his 
diplomatic bets), Hekatomnos sent his youngest son, Pixodaros, to Athens as part of a deputation; his older son, Maussolos, was bound by 
xenia, or guest friendship, with Agesilaus, king of Sparta. Hekatomnos died in 377/6 BC and was succeeded by Maussolos. When Maussolus 
died in 353/2 BC, his sister-wife, Artemisia, succeeded him. Her rule, however, was short-lived, and in 351/0 BC power passed to Hidrieus, 
Artemisia’s brother and the second son of Hekatomnos. Hidrieus’ reign was also relatively short-lived, as he contracted a disease and died in 
344/3 BC. Rule then passed to another sister, Ada. 


In 341/0 BC, Pixodarus, the youngest son of Hekatomnos, overthrew his sister, Ada, possibly aided by the external support of the Persian 
commander of Asia Minor, Mentor of Rhodes. This usurpation did little to endear the new satrap to Artaxerxes III, who had recently approved 
Ada’s appointment following the death of her husband, Hidrieus. Ada, nevertheless, continued to receive support from the countryside, and still 
held the city of Alinda. As a result, Caria was thrown into turmoil and hesitated to support Persia following the invasion of the Macedonians 
under Parmenion in 336 BC. This non-support of their nominal overlord was also compounded by the secret negotiations of alliance that 
Pixodaros had been conducting with the Macedonian king. In 337 BC, Pixodaros attempted a marriage between one of his daughters and the 
future Philip III Arridaios. Believing himself overlooked, Philip’s elder son, Alexander III, sent a private embassy to Halikarnassos, asking for 
the hand of the same princess. When word of this reached Philip II, he cancelled the Macedonian-Carian alliance. Pixodaros died of natural 
causes in 336/5 BC, and was succeeded by Orontobates, an otherwise unknown Persian, who apparently married the princess Pixodarus 
had attempted to betroth to Philip III. The fate of Orontobates is uncertain, but after Caria was conquered by Alexander III in 332 BC, the 
Macedonian king made diplomatic overtures to Ada, and reappointed her as satrap. 


While the didrachms of Pixodaros are fairly common, his tetradrachms are rare, with only a handful known, even following the discovery of 
the Pixodarus Hoard, which added a mere 18 tetradrachms to the corpus. While many of these coins exhibit the same insipid style that became 
prevalent in the coins of Hidrieus, the present example displays a style of rare exuberance and vitality, both in the countenance of the facing 
head of Apollo on the obverse and in the stoic figure of Zeus Labraundos on the reverse. As this coin does not have the small E on the reverse, 
between the leg of Zeus and his scepter, which was apparently a carry-over from the coins of Hidreius, this suggests that these dies were 
engraved at a latter period during Pixodaros’ reign, and evidently by a new, highly talented artist. This later date is also suggested by the fact 
that no examples from these dies were present in the Pixodarus hoard, which is believed to have been deposited near the middle of his reign. 
The rarity of the tetradrachms also suggests that they were produced at a much smaller scale than the didrachms, and probably were struck for 
special occasions.

The early Sth century Diskoboloi of Kos represent a wonderful example of numismatic art in the early Classical period. The style is clearly 
archaized, more akin to earlier numismatic and figural vase representations of athletic events. Originally, in the mid-eighteenth century, 
scholars thought the type represented Apollo dancing beside his tripod, beating a tambourine or drum. Shortly after the turn of the century, 
however, more detailed analysis revealed that the scene was of an athletic event, and depicted a diskos thrower in mid-motion. Specifically, 
the event commemorated is thought to be the festival of Apollo at Triopion, which involved athletic events where the contestants vied for 
bronze tripods that the victors would subsequently dedicate to Apollo at his temple there. Only the cities of the Doric Pentapolis, Kos, Knidos, 
Ialysos, Lindos, and Kameiros, were invited to participate. Interestingly, none of the other cities in the Pentapolis ever depicted a scene from 
the festival, leading to an alternate theory that the design may refer to a local festival at Kos.

The coins of Kos in the Hekatomnus and Pixodarus Hoards has enabled a nearly complete reconstruction of the emissions of Kos in the early 
to mid 4th century BC. Four primary phases of coinage have been noted, all of which have an obverse with a bearded head of Herakles wearing 
a lion skin. The reverses of the first three phases have a crab as reverse type, which was changed to a veiled female bust in the fourth phase. 
The evidence of the Pixodarus hoard also illuminates the placement of this new coin. Although the bust type on the reverse is unpublished, the 
obverse die is known from an issue of the fourth phase (fourth phase, die A2). The fact that the obverse has a left-facing Herakles, which was 
later changed to right-facing, clearly shows that this coin belongs near the beginning of the fourth phase, rather than later. Die links from the 
hoard also indicate that this obverse die was used at or near the beginning of the phase. Such a novel reverse as this, then, suggests that it was 
either a trial type or special issue from the beginning of the fourth phase that was discontinued in favor of the veiled female type.

These didrachms struck in the name of Berenike have been attributed to either Berenike I, wife of Ptolemy I, or Berenike II, wife of Ptolemy 
II. Even at the time of Svoronos’ great corpus, there was no unanimity among prominent numismatists. While Svoronos favored an attribution 
to Berenike I, Poole (in BMC Ptol.), Head, and Miiller preferred Berenike II. A full discussion of these attributions was taken up by Robinson 
in his introduction in BMC Cyrenaica (pp. cxlix-cliv). His argument supports an attribution to Berenike I, but much later than Svoronos’ dating, 
to the period of Magas’ revolt against Ptolemy II. His conclusions are largely based on the attribution of the bronze coinage in this period, and 
further refinements have necessitated a lowering of Robinson’s dating, placing the Berenike coins in the period after the revolt, when Magas 
was reconciled to Ptolemy, circa 261-258 BC (cf. Buttrey, Coins, 199, and p. 55). Caltabiano, however, has assigned all of the coinage in the 
name of Berenike, both Egyptian and Kyrenaikan, to Berenike II, and dates them to the period that Berenike was regent while Ptolemy III 
was away fighting in the Third Syrian War. Much of her argument is based on control mark links she identifies between the Berenike coinage 
and that assigned to Ptolemy III and IV. Both theories have significant flaws. The attribution to Berenike I relies strongly on the dating of the 
bronze ‘Koinon’ coinage of Kyrenaika, but recent finds have suggested these issues may be later than previously thought. On the other hand, 
Caltabiano’s linkage between the Kyrenaikan and Egyptian coinage in the name of Berenike is conjectural, and ignores the significance of the 
MAT monogram, which must be related to Magas (cf. BMC Cyr. p. cl). Perhaps the most important deficiency in analyzing this coinage is the 
absence of any known mixed-coinage hoard containing these didrachms.

Ptolemy IV struck an extensive series of oktadrachms for his father Ptolemy III, portraying him with the divine attributes of Helios (the radiate 
diadem), Zeus (the aegis), and Poseidon (the trident, the middle prong modified with the addition of the Egyptian lotus tip). The concentration 
of such symbols is intended to show Ptolemy III as the master of the three elements: heaven, earth and sea. The radiate crown above the 
cornucopia on the reverse is another distinctive feature of Ptolemy III’s iconography, and was later adopted by his grandson, Ptolemy V.

This series raises a number of important questions: upon which weight standard were the coins struck, which Berenike does the series 
commemorate, and for what purpose were the coins issued? Beginning circa 310 BC, Ptolemy went off the Attic standard, reducing the weight 
of the tetradrachm from 17.2 g, first to about 15.7 g and then circa 290 BC to about 14.4-14.2 g. Called the Ptolemaic standard by modern 
numismatists, this standard remained in effect until the first century BC. The Ptolemies thereby apparently established a separate circulation 
area, driving out Attic standard coins and forming a closed economy. The coins of Berenike present a possible anomaly in this system, since 
the series appears to have been divided between the Ptolemaic and Attic weight standards. While no one has seriously denied that the smaller 
coin in this series is an Attic standard pentadrachm, the larger coin has caused more difficulty. Based on a single known incomplete specimen, 
Svoronos proposed that it was struck on the Attic weight standard and called it a dodekadrachm, a view Merkholm (with reservations) and 
Hazard accepted. Vagi, however, examining the weights of a number of newly discovered specimens, argued that the coin was struck on the 
Ptolemaic standard, calling it a pentakaidekadrachm. That Alexandreia remains the accepted source for these issues (Attic and Ptolemaic) is a 
further complication, since it remains unclear why the main Ptolemaic mint would have revived the long-discontinued Attic standard. 


The series has traditionally been attributed to Berenike II, the daughter of Magas of Kyrene and wife of Ptolemy III Euergetes. Hazard has 
proposed instead that it honored Berenike Syra, the sister of Ptolemy III and widow of the Seleukid king, Antiochos II Theos. Hazard argues 
that the coins were struck in Syria from locally-acquired silver to pay the Ptolemaic army deployed there to press the claim of Berenike’s 
child to the Seleukid throne, though the two had been murdered in the interim, and that, as pay, these coins were carried back to Egypt by the 
soldiers. The use of the long-discontinued Attic standard, he argues, implies a provincial mint rather than Alexandreia. There are increasingly 
subtle arguments in favor of each position, and the issue remains the subject of continuing debate.

The purpose of the rare commemorative issues of Agathokles, which copy the coin types of his predecessors, with the predecessor’s name and 
cult epithet on the obverse, and Agathokles’ name and titles on the reverse, was to advertise the line of succession from Alexander the Great to 
himself, presumably as an aspect of his civil war propaganda. Taking this and the following lot together, it is now possible to view a part of the 
process which led to the creation of this series. Initially this issue was meant to be struck as this coin indicates - bearing the predecessor’s name 
and epithet on the reverse. The following lot, 402, shows that this arrangement was unacceptable without the inclusion of Agathokles’ name 
on the coin to demonstrate the ancestral connection. The same obverse die used for lot 401 now has the legend ANTIOXOY NIKATOPO2 
engraved upon it, moved from the reverse, while the reverse has a new legend, BAXIAEYONTOZ ATAQOKAEOY® AIKAIOY, clearly 
emphasizing the association between Agathokles and his “ancestor” (note that the diadem tie has also been reengraved to accomodate the 
obverse legend). This type commemorating the first Baktrian king, Diodotos I, is the only one within the pedigree series known to have this 
early issue with the commemorated name on the reverse.

With the exception of the ANS catalog, all references incorrectly name the obverse portrait as Antiochos I. A comparison with tetradrachms of 
Antiochos and Diodotos I, however, clearly reveals that the portrait is that of the latter. As these “pedigree” coins employ the commemorated 
king’s coin types, it is not surprising that this issue for Diodotos I has the name of Antiochos on the obverse, as all of Diodotos’ lifetime 
coinage was issued in the Seleukid king’s name (see Kritt, Dynastic Transitions in the Coinage of Bactria, pp. 7-11). It would also be odd that 
Agathokles would trace his lineage through the Seleukids, perpetual opponents of the Baktrians. Thus, the “pedigree” series follows the logical 
line of succession back through Diodotos’ first coinage, in the name of Antiochos, and then to Alexander III of Macedon.

Who the god Lrooaspo was is a matter of conjecture. One possibility is that he was an adaptation of Drvaspa, an Avestan deity, who was 
the guardian of the health of beasts. Another possibility is that he is a representation of the Mithraic deity Apam Napat, “the grandson of the 
waters”, and associated with Neptune. According to the Avesta, Apam Napat possesses the epithet Aurvat-aspa, or “possessing swift horse” 
(Yast 19.51). Associated with both Mithra and Drvaspa, he is concerned with the preservation of Khavaeno, or legitimate princely authority, 
perhaps accounted for by the presentation of the diadem in his depiction on this coin.

The name Kushan derives from the Chinese term Kouei-chouang, used to describe one branch of the Yueh Chi, a loose confederation of 
Indo-European people who had been living in northwestern China until they were driven west by the Turko-Mongol Hsiug-nu in about 170 
BC. The Yueh Chi reached Baktria in the second century BC and by the first century AD were united under king Kujula. Gradually wresting 
control of the area from the Scytho-Parthians, the Yueh Chi moved south into the northwest Indian region of Gandhara, today parts of Pakistan 
and Afghanistan. With its capital established near Kabul, the Kushan Empire was soon acknowledged as great a power as China, Rome, and 
Parthia. 


Under Kanishka, the third king, the Kushan Empire reached its greatest extent, a territory ranging from central Asia into northern India as far 
east as Benares and as far south as Sanchi. The empire was administered from two capitals: Peshawar near the Khyber Pass, and Mathura in 
northern India. It was a period of great wealth marked by extensive mercantile activities, seagoing trade and commerce along the Silk Route 
to China. This multi-ethnic empire, tolerant of religious differences, produced an eclectic culture vividly expressive in the visual arts. Coin 
reverses as well as artifacts from the Gandhara and Mothura schools of art exhibit deities of Greek, Roman, Iranian, and Hindu mythologies 
and some of the earliest representations of the Buddha. 


Buddhism is based on the teaching of Siddhartha Gautama, commonly known as The Buddha, who lived approximately 563 to 483 BC. The 
word Buddha, meaning awakened or enlightened one, is a title, not a proper name. Siddhartha Gautama was born a prince in the kingdom 
Sakyas situated on what is now the border area between India and Nepal. At the age of 29, desiring to know the path that leads to the ending of 
all impermanence and anguish, and to ensure his permanent well-being, he renounced everything of the world, becoming a homeless ascetic, 
vowing to find the path to ultimate enlightenment and resolving to teach others what he had discovered about the Four Noble Truths and the 
chain of causation to achieve Nirvana. 


Kanishka, a fervent Buddhist, is best remembered today for sponsoring the first great Buddhist conference at Kanish Vihar, that led to the 
adoption and promotion of Mahayana Buddhism, a school of thought that revered the life of Buddha as much as his spiritual teaching. The 
great bronze plaques that recorded the conference proceedings have never been found, but we are fortunate to have a report of the conference 
from the Chinese scholar Hien Tsang. The Buddha coinage was probably struck as a special issue in conjunction with the conference, and 
the image of Buddha would have made a stunning impact at the time. Buddha had previously only been represented in symbolic form, but 
under Kanishka the fusion of Greek and Indian culture led to the portrayal of Buddha in human form. Kanishka’s coins were among these first 
representations and provide the earliest firmly datable images of the Buddha in any artistic medium.

Aulus Hirtius, praetor at the time this coin was struck, was a close friend of both Cicero and Caesar, and had served as the latter’s legate in 
Gaul. He was consul in 43 BC, having been nominated by Caesar, and was sent along with Octavian and Pansa against Antony, who was 
besieging Decimus Brutus at Mutina. Hirtius defeated Antony but fell while leading the assault on his camp. Hirtius is credited with completing 
Caesar’s commentaries on the Gallic, Alexandrine, African, and Spanish wars.

Quintus Nasidius was commander of Sextus’ fleet while Sextus was in Massalia watching political events unfold further east. Coins of this 
issue do not bear the title praefectus classis et orae maritimae (commander-in-chief of the fleet and of the sea coasts) awarded to Sextus by the 
Senate in April 43 BC, indicating a prior striking date. They also do not bear Sextus’ name, although the trident, dolphin, and legend NEPTVNI 
may refer to Sextus’ naval superiority in the western Mediterranean.

Only two examples have appeared at auction in recent history. This specimen is better than the one in Lanz 135 (21 May 2007), lot 462, which 


brought a hammer price of € 38,000, and far superior to that in UBS 78 (9 September 2008), lot 1120. Previous to those, the last example to 
appear at auction seems to be the specimen from the V.J.E. Ryan Collection (Glendining, 2 April 1952), lot 1867.

In the summer of 43 BC, following the battle of Mutina, Octavian demanded from the Senate one of the consulships recently left vacant by the 
deaths of Hirtius and Pansa. When the Senate refused, Octavian marched into Rome and organized consular elections. This issue, struck by 
Octavian after he became consul on 19 August, marks the first appearance of a portrait on a Roman aureus.

True to his Republican ideals, Brutus eschewed the use of his own portrait when he began coining jointly with Cassius early in 42 BC, but 
late in the summer, in the final months before Philippi, he adopted the method of his adversaries and placed his own portrait on his coins. The 
goal, no doubt, was to encourage personal loyalty — to rally support behind Brutus as the descendant of the very founder of the Republic — as 
the decisive battle approached. The combined military and naval trophy on the reverse celebrates the military victories of Brutus in Lycia 
and Thrace, along with the heroic naval feats of Cassius in resistance to the Rhodians. The tiny L on the reverse is thought to represent either 
Libertas or Lycia; considering that the trophy commemorates Brutus’ victory in Lycia, the latter interpretation seems more plausible. Publius 
Servilius Casca Longus, the moneyer, whose name appears on the reverse, was the first of the conspirators against Julius Caesar to plunge his 
dagger into the dictator on the Ides of March, 44 BC. 


This brief issue, known from a total of 17 coins, was produced from two obverse dies and four reverse dies. Obverse die (A) is known from 
just three examples. Reverse die (a) was originally engraved without the L (the Paris example), but was modified by the addition of the L (the 
Millennia example), and the L was then included on all three subsequent reverse dies. Reverse die (a) was replaced with reverse die (b), which 
was used to strike the Spink Geneva coin, still with obverse die (A). Reverse die (b) then was used for the present coin, but paired with new 
obverse die (B). Obverse die (B) was used to strike the remainder of the issue and was paired with two further reverse dies. In the sequence, 
our coin was struck from the earliest known die state of obverse die (B), as the relative chronology of the die parings of obverse die (B) is 
certain. Both examples of die pairing (B/b) exhibit little die wear, while a small die break appears above the S in BRVTVS on both examples 
of die pairing (B/c), and an additional break above the P in IMP occurs on examples of die pairing (B/d). The complete corpus is as follows:

Sextus Pompey, the younger son of Pompey the Great, inherited his father’s vast influence and personal following. He first established himself 
in Spain in 44 BC as the successful leader of the anti-Caesarian forces. Following the death of Caesar, the Senate, believing itself freed from 
the domination of the Caesarians, bestowed on Sextus the title of praefectus classis et orae maritimae (Commander-in-Chief of the Fleet and 
of the Sea Coasts). Four months later, however, the Senate was forced by Octavian and the second triumvirate to rescind this title and Sextus 
was proscribed. Upon receiving word of the Senate’s abrogation of his commission and receiving reports of the revenge the Caesarians were 
exacting on the leading figures in Rome, Sextus set sail from Massalia in Gaul and headed for Sicily. Here he established a powerful base from 
which he could blockade Italy and provide a safe haven for those fleeing the proscriptions. Alarmed at these developements, Octavian sent 
a naval squadron under the command of Salvidienus Rufus to handle the situation, but Salvidienus was defeated off the coast of Rhegium. 
Following this battle, Sextus took the title of imperator iterum. Sextus continued the republican struggle against the second triumvirate until 
his death in 36 BC.

In the Res Gestae, Augustus records that the Senate, in giving him the title Augustus, also decreed that the doorposts of his house be officially 
decorated with laurel, that the corona civica be placed over the door, and that a shield be displayed in the Curia Iulia. This shield, or clipeus, 
had been dedicated to him by the Senate and the Roman People on account of his virtues of bravery, clemency, justice, and piety; virtues 
which were inscribed on the shield itself. Copies of it were then set up all over the Roman world. The return in 19 BC of the Roman standards 
captured by the Parthians at the Battle of Carrhae offered an excellent opportunity to once again recall Augustus’ pietas, one of the vitues 
recorded on the clipeus.

This coin, unusual because of its obverse, has been the subject of scholarly speculation. The obverse clearly shows Augustus as a victorous 
commander. By 7 BC, however, when this coin was struck, Augustus, now in his 50s, no longer personally commanded Rome’s armies; 
instead, he acted as commander-in-chief, while it fell to his stepsons, Drusus and Tiberius, to actually take the field. Drusus died in 9 BC from 
complications resulting from a fall. Thereafter Tiberius became Rome’s main commander until his retirement to Rhodes in 4 BC. This issue 


may then commemorate Tiberius’ victories in Germania, as well as his subsequent triumph and assumption of the consulship for that year

This reverse type commemorates the protection of Nero from the Pisonian Conspiracy. Events of the years 64-65 AD defined the subsequent 
reputation of Nero as a cruel and self-indulgent ruler. In 64 AD, a large section of central Rome burned; Nero’s reputed singing of the 
destruction of Troy during the fire led to the later association of him “fiddling” as the city burned. Within the charred remains of the city’s 
center, Nero constructed the Domus Aurea (Golden House), so named because of the gilded tiles on its exterior. Nero’s “excesses” resulted in 
a conspiracy to overthrow and replace him with Gaius Calpurnius Piso. Among the conspirators were many high-ranking members of Nero’s 
court including Seneca the Younger, the poet Lucan, and Petronius, who called himself Nero’s “arbiter of elegance.” To Nero, the failure of a 
conspiracy made up of those so close to him could have been achieved only through divine intervention. As the king of the gods oversaw the 
security of the Roman state, Nero believed it was Jupiter the Guardian (Custos) who had saved him from harm.

Clodius Macer was propraetor in Africa. As opposition to Nero grew and the power of the central government dwindled, Macer acted as 
little more than a pirate, sweeping the north African coast hoping to increase his power by cutting into the grain supplies of Rome. By April 
of 68, Macer had decided not to support Galba, and in June when Nero committed suicide, Macer began striking coins in his own name. All 
of Macer’s coins are of rather crude style, an indication of the lack of skilled die engravers and the haste at which they were produced. By 
October, Galba had solidified his power in Rome and ordered Macer’s execution. Macer’s coins are extremely rare, with fewer than 85 coins 
of all types known.

The legend R XL stands for remissa quadragesima, celebrating Galba’s repeal of the 2 1/2 percent tax on goods entering Gaul in appreciation 
of the help which Gaul and Spain had lent him. According to Suetonius (Suetonius Vespasian., 16), that very tax was reimposed by Vespasian 
shortly thereafter. The statue which Roma holds has been variously described by the major references: RIC calls it Victory, which it cannot be, 
since the statue has no wings and is holding no wreath; ACG and BN identify the statue as Pax, but Pax is not usually portrayed standing on a 
globe and typically holds an olive branch and scepter; BMCRE and Cohen identify the statue as Fortuna, which makes the most sense, since 
Fortuna commonly holds a cornucopia and is depicted in the presence of a globe.

Based on subtle stylistic differences from the typical Rome mint issues, this series was originally given to Lugdunum by Mattingly in BMCRE. 
Later scholarship, however, concluded that Lugdunum closed long before the Flavian period. I. Carradice, based on the close stylistic affinity 
of these to the regular Roman issues, opted for a separate officina at Rome (Coinage and Finance in the Reign of Domitian, BAR International 
Series 178, pp. 118-21). Hahn disagreed, and placed them at an unknown mint in Bithynia. Analyzing the extant examples, he noted that many 
existed in the museum in Istanbul, whereas none are known in the west. Furthermore, he also noted that all of the types in this Latin series were 
employed on the local provincial coinages of Bithynia, too. Carradice and Cowell (NC 1987, p. 49) noted that the metal content of the Latin 
and Bithynian issues were consistently different, as were their die axes. Burnett reexamined Hahn’s analysis, and also noted a few problems: 
that in addition to Istanbul the coins were prevalent in museums throughout the Balkans, and that the provincial Bithynian issues were struck 
later than the Latin issues. Nonetheless, he also noted several stylistic variations and differences in the flans from the standard Rome mint 
coins, discounting a possible separate officina. Furthermore, he noted similarities with the Latin coinage of Nero and the provincial issues that 
were struck in Perinthus (RPC II pp. 87-8). Although he could not say for certain that the mint was Perinthus, he concluded that the mint was 
likely located in the Balkans. This conclusion was accepted by the authors of the second edition of RIC I.

Domitian always stood in the shadow of his father and elder brother. Vespasian and Titus had been heaped with military and civic honors 
throughout their long and distinguished careers. When he became emperor in AD 81, Domitian sought to gain the glory that would equal or 
exceed that his father and brother had won in the Jewish War, and launched a series of moderately successful campaigns against the Germans 


and Dacians. This aureus proclaims him as Germanicus, a title he had assumed about a decade earlier, and serves as a memoir of his triumph 
in 89 AD.

After divorcing his second wife, the Vestal Virgin Aquilia Severa, amid criticism over the impropriety of the marriage, Elagabalus wed 
Annia Faustina, the great-granddaughter of Marcus Aurelius. This coin was struck to commemorate the marriage and depicts the young 
imperial couple in dextrarum iunctio (clasping right hands), a symbol of concord and the gesture adopted during marriage ceremonies. The 
marriage was short-lived, however, and Elagabalus divorced Annia Faustina within the year and remarried Aquilia Severa. At this point Annia 
disappears from the historical record. 


Due to the her short reign as Augusta, coins of Annia Faustina are incredibly rare. This is the fifth known and possibly finest example of this 
type. It was struck from the same dies as specimens appearing in Leu 22 (8 May 1979), lot 316 (= Jameson Collection, 214) and Gorny & 
Mosch 155 (5 March 2007), lot 342. The other two examples are in Paris and Madrid.

The Curetes share some of the attributes of the Corybantes, dancing divinities associated with the worship of Cybele, but their specific role in 
Greek mythology was to serve as the protectors of the infant Zeus while he was hidden away on Crete, safe from his murderous father Cronus. 
Their militant dancing, accompanied by the clashing of swords on shields, drowned out the cries of the infant. The Curetes’ dance was later 
re-enacted by young men at Greek festivals and games.

Very little is known of the usurper Tiberius Claudius Marinus Pacatianus, who seized power in Upper Moesia in AD 248. Most of our 
information about Pacatian comes from his coinage. Viminacium is the most probable site for his mint, and a comparison with the local aes 
coinage shows remarkable similarity of style. Seven different reverses were used on the antoniniani of Pacatian -- Concordia, Felicitas, Fides, 
Fortuna, Pax, Roma and Victory -- all common themes in the third century. Such a variety of reverse types would suggest a large issue of coins, 
though today all coins of Pacatian are very rare, with only about 100 specimens of all varieties known.

Jotapian led a short-lived revolt in Syria in the autumn of AD 249 while Philip I was still emperor. Little is known of Jotapian’s background. 
It was said that he boasted of a relationship to Severus Alexander, and his unusual name, although otherwise unknown for a man, is attested in 
its feminine form “Jotape” in the royal houses of Commagene and Emesa. The extreme rarity of his coins indicates that the revolt was brief, 
and the crude style proves that the revolt was geographically confined, for Jotapian plainly did not control a major Roman mint. His head was 


brought to Rome and shown to Trajan Decius “as was customary, although Decius had not asked for it” (Aur. Vict., Caes. 29.4). In his corpus 
of Jotapian’s coins, Bland cites 18 antoniniani in total.

Gaia Cornelia Supera was the wife of the usurper Aemilian. Like the wife of Gallienus, Julia Cornelia Salonina, Supera was descended from 
the illustrious gens Cornelia. Nothing else is known about her, apart from what can be gleaned from the coins struck in her name.

Sulpicia Dryantilla was the wife of of the usurper Regalianus. Little is known about her, other than that she was the daughter of Sulpicius Pollio, 
an officer and senator under Caracalla, and Claudia Ammiana Dryantilla, a possible descendent of the Lycian senator Claudius Dryantianus. 
Shortly after her husband’s usurpation, she was given the title of Augusta. She was most likely killed along with Regalianus following his 
defeat.

The widow of Odenathus, the ruler of the rich eastern trade center Palmyra, and the mother and regent of Vabalathus, Septimia Zenobia became 
a powerful regional ruler in her own right. Granted de facto power in the East by the emperor Gallienus to counteract the Persian advance, 
Odenathus used the opportunity to establish his own separatist kingdom. When Odenathus was murderered in AD 267, Zenobia used the 
moment to advance her son Vabalathus. Since he was still in his minority, Zenobia took over as regent, using the position and the confusion 
following the death of Gallienus to establish her position between Rome and Persia and expand Palmyrene power. In AD 269 the Palmyrenes 
seized control of Egypt and, with it, the Roman grain supply. To bolster her position, Zenobia laid claims to an illustrious ancestry, including 
Cleopatra VII of Egypt and the legendary Dido of Carthage. 


The emperor Aurelian recognized the threat posed by Zenobia and launched a campaign against her. In AD 272 Palmyra was sacked, and both 
Zenobia and Vabalathus were captured as they tried to make their way to Persia. She was brought to Rome and paraded in Aurelian’s triumph 
in AD 274, bound in gold chains. According to later tradition, Aurelian, impressed by her beauty and dignity, later freed her, and granted her a 
villa in Tibur, where she spent the rest of her life.

M. Weder, in his analysis of the eastern issues of Probus (NC 1984, pp. 202-213), questions Pink’s attribution and argues fora 
possible allocation of these issues to Cyzicus (pp. 202-3).

According to the panegyrist Nazarius (Pan. Lat. 4, delivered in AD 321), Constantine’s son and heir, Crispus, aged 13 or 15 at the time, 
successfully undertook a campaign in AD 320 against the Franks and the Alemanni. Crispus’ victory signaled the vitality of the Constantinian 
house and a renewal of Roman military action against the western barbarians following the conclusion of the Civil War with Maxentius. No 
doubt multiples such as this coin were presented to officers who had assisted in the campaign. Such a major victory was fortuitous, since that 
same year, Licinius, Constantine’s chief rival, broke the treaty the treaty established three years earlier. The end of this renewal of civil war 
would finally see Constantine as the sole master of the Roman Empire. For Crispus, however, his succession to the throne would be unfulfilled. 
In AD 326 he was implicated in a plot against the emperor and killed.

This silver issue at Antioch, with mintmark SMAN (cf. RIC VII 105-7), falls at the very end of Constantine I’s reign. At this time, Constantine 
always appeared on all metals wearing a diadem, while the laurel wreath was reserved for the Caesares. In the subsequent issue, also with 
anepigraphic obverse, but a new reverse (cf. RIC VIII 32-4), both Constantine II and Constantius II retain the laurel wreath even though they 
are now Augusti. This unique piece is either an unpublished mule from the final issue of Constantine I with an obverse of Constantine II paired 
with a reverse for Constantine I, or else it is an otherwise unknown trial issue struck upon the accession of Constantine II, retaining the reverse

Although the dating of this issue is fairly certain (but for Depeyrot, whose attribution is inexplicable), assignment of this type to a particular 
mint is controversial. The conventional attribution was, per Elmer and RIC, to the mint of Sirmium, based on the western mint marking 
conventions seen on this coin (S-M//COMOB). However, many numismatists had strong reservations: Sirmium had been closed for some 
time, the style is closer to that of eastern mints, and attributing these issues to Sirmium left Constantinople and Thessalonica without any gold 
issues in this period. Grierson and Mays, echoed by Kent, persuasively argue that this issue is the product of workers from Constantinople or 
Thessalonica (see DOCLR pp. 118-121 and RIC X p. 36). Elmer had thought that Theodosius moved to Sirmium to campaign against Eugenius, 
and reopened its mint to produce money for his operations, but imperial records indicate that Theodosius was actually in Constantinople for 
this entire period. While Grierson and Mays think these coins were issued at Constantinople or Thessalonica, Kent leaves open the possibility 
that the workers were temporarily outsourced to another mint. The unusual “western” quality of the mintmark seems to support this idea, and 
it is possible that this issue was struck at a military mint to support operations against Eugenius in the west.

Maximus was the domesticus (household manager) and probably a relative of the general Gerontius, who revolted against Constantine III in 
AD 409. Basically a non-entity and Gerontius’ puppet, Maximus was allowed to retire into private life when his master committed suicide in 
AD 411. However, if this Maximus is the same person as the Maximus tyrannus who unsuccessfully attempted to seize power in Spain around 
AD 420, his good fortune did not last. Maximus tyrannus was captured and publicly executed at the games celebrating Honorius’ tricennalia 
at Ravenna in AD 422 as an example for any other would-be traitors. According to Philip Grierson (DOCLR, p. 219), there are about twenty 
known coins of Maximus.

Following the assassination of Valentinian III in AD 455, Petronius Maximus seized the throne and immediately married Valentinian’s wife, 
Licinia Eudoxia. Licinia, believing that Petronius was responsible for her late husband’s death, was distressed with the new arrangement, and 
she appealed to the Vandal king of Carthage, Gaiseric, for help. Gaiseric responded to Licinia’s plea and quickly sailed for Italy. Fearing for 
his life, Petronius decided to flee, but was abandoned by his bodyguard. While riding out of Rome on 31 May, he was stoned and killed. His 
reign lasted for only seventy days.

Three significant features of this coin are its relatively rough style, the abbreviated obverse legend, and the © at the end of the reverse legend. 
While the © officina is known at Constantinople (cf. DOC 9i), the other two features suggest the coin is not a product of the imperial mint 
there. An attribution to the Ravenna mint is also doubtful, as although this shortened obverse legend is known there (cf. Ranieri 316), and the 
style of Ravenna is more crude overall, an officina © or year dated © is unlikely. Similarly, MIBE lists a solidus of this type with the © at an 
uncertain mint in Sicily (MIBE NV37), but the style of the coins from this mint are fairly consistent, as is the obverse legend, both of which 
are different from the present example. Overall, the style and irregular legend suggest a mint in Italy, and this solidus may be a product of an 
irregular (campaign?) mint of the Byzantines.

A Scholar’s Collection of the Carthage Mint Folles of Justinian II 


The following coins (lots 819-828) form a collection of rare Carthage mint folles of Justinian II that have come onto the market during the past 
four decades, including an example of the extremely rare half follis. As many of these coins were normally overstruck on earlier issues, a close 
examination of the relationship between these overstrikes and their undertypes suggests that the previous ordering of this series, found in DOC 
and MIB, must be modified. In particular, two examples in this collection (lots 820 and 821) show MIB 54 overstruck on MIB 58, confirming 
that MIB 58 must now be viewed as an earlier issue. 


Although Carthage had been destroyed following the Third Punic War (149-146 BC), by the first century BC, a new city had been built on top 
of the earlier city’s ruins. The surrounding fertile countryside provided an agricultural base for the new city’s prosperity, and during the Empire, 
Carthage became a major exporter of grain to Rome. At the same time, the city became a major Christian center and the site of numerous 
church councils, including the famous Council of Carthage in AD 397. For a brief period (AD 308-311) the usurper Domitius Alexander made 
the city his capital. 


During the fifth century AD, Carthage fell to the Vandals, who made the city the capital of their African kingdom. Under the Byzantine 
reconquest of the sixth century, Carthage once again became “Roman” when the Byzantine general, Belisarius formally entered the city in 
533. In 584 Maurice Tiberius (539-602) appointed an exarch, or viceroy, to administer Carthage and the surrounding territory and until AD 
698, when it finally fell to the Muslims, Carthage, along with Ravenna, remained a major Byzantine outpost in the western Mediterranean. 
Because of its tenuous links to Constantinople, the Exarch of Carthage became semi-independent, and allowed him either the foundation from 
which to seize the imperial throne, as the future emperor Heraclius did in 608, or break out in open revolt, as was the case with Gregory the 
Patrician (647-648). At the same time, it was periodically attacked by its neighbors, first from the west by the Visgoths in Spain, and from 
Egypt by the Umayyad Caliphate. Following the return of Carthage to imperial control in 648, these attacks, particularly from the Muslims, 
grew more frequent until in 698, the Umayyad commander, Hasan ibn an-Nu’man al-Ghassani, conquered Carthage and reduced it to rubble, 
like the Romans had done over eight centuries earlier.

In 1261 Michael VIII Palaeologus, then emperor of Nicaea, one of the three remaining Byzantine-held territories following the conquest of 
Constantinople by the Crusaders in 1204, retook the traditional Byzantine capital and set upon restoring the Empire to its former glory. After 
being recrowned as emperor of the Byzantine Empire in the Hagia Sophia, Michael soon set about rebuilding the city and increasing the sadly 
depleted population. At the same time, a series of wars and diplomatic maneuvers was undertaken to reassert Byzantine influence in the region. 
As a show of this renewed confidence and to break with the previous bronze issues of the Latin emperors, the Constantinople mint struck 
very rare trachys in good silver. The reverse types feature either Michael alone or with his co-emperor, Andronicus I. Since Andronicus was 
not made co-emperor until 1272, this suggests that the issues depicting Michael alone would precede that date. Consequently, the BB or IT 
sigla that appear on these coins may represent regnal dates, which would date the present coin to the third year of Michael’s restored reign. 
Similarly, the issue with seraph sigla may allude to Michael’s restored coronation in the Hagia Sophia, marking it as the issue for his first year.

Appointed Duke of the border Duchy of Friuli when his brother Ratchis became king of the Lombards in 744, Aistulf himself became king 
in 749 when Ratchis was forced to abdicate. During his tenure, Aistulf attempted to expand Lombardic interests in Italy by raiding both 
the Byzantine exarchate of Ravenna and the territories of the papacy. In 751, the Lombards took Ravenna and began to pressure Rome. In 
response, Pope Stephen II turned to the de facto Frankish king, Pepin ‘le Bref’ (the Short) for assistance. In return for a pontifical recognition 
of his crown, Pepin crossed the Alps, defeated Aistulf, and forced the Lombardic king to relinquish those territories he had extracted from the 
papacy. Now, much reduced, Aistulf spent the remaining few years of his reign in the pursuit of pleasure. In 756 he was killed in a hunting 
accident. With his death, the Lombardic kingdom lost even more territory and influence in Italy in the face of an increasing alliance between 
the papacy and the Carolingians.

This is the sole silver coin type bearing the name of Chingiz Khan. It was apparently a long-lived issue, evidenced by a declining silver quality, 
from fine silver to nearly bronze. Good silver issues, as the present coin, are fairly rare. The obverse has the titles and name of Chingiz, while 
the reverse has the name and title of the reigning Abbasid caliph. The striking date of this issue is based on SICA 9, with the commentary that 
these coins are “believed to have been struck at Ghazna during the Mongol pursuit of Jalal al-Din Khwarizmshah in [AH] 617-618.” 
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The B.R. Bell Collection of Imitative Venetian Ducats 


CNG is pleased to present the B.R. Bell Collection of imitative Venetian ducats, an ongoing study of the numismatic influence of that 
denomination in Africa, the Middle East, and India. Assembled over a number of years, this collection is the result of Mr. Bell’s deep interest of 
the numerous permutations of a series that grew out of Venice’s role in the eastern Aegean during the Middle Ages and Renaissance. Mr. Bell’s 
work on this intriguing series adds to the earlier work of both Schlumberger and Ives by demonstrating how broad-ranging and long-lasting 
the influence of Venice was, even after the city itself ceased to be an international power. His initial numismatic work on this subject was the 
study of a group of these imitative types, a portion of which was published in Classical Numismatic Review XXVII (Summer 2002). Several 
of the coins in this collection are from that study.

The style of the present coin is clearly imitative, and most likely Levantine. It would appear that there were early experiments with coining 
the Fiorino (Florin) in the East prior to the gradual adoption of the Ducato d’Oro (Venetian Ducat) as the standard imitative trade coin of the 
region a couple decades later.

The ‘K Series’ Ducats 


The ‘K series’ ducats were struck in the Asia Minor Littoral, or more precisely Smyrna. The Smyrnaean association is with the Knights 
Hospitaller, placing the issue after 1371, although they appear in the Chios hoard of 1435. The type saw rapid debasement to a rather pale 
electrum (between 10K and 14K gold). Because of this debasement, some scholars believe the ‘K series’ to be a necessity issue from a 
travelling military mint, likely to pay soldiers fighting for the Genoese. It is possible that the composition is from locally available electrum 
alloys, or perhaps even a recoining of the relatively unreliable Byzantine and Arabic gold coinage then available. The slightly larger diameter 
of these coins evolved to keep the wieght up to standard when using depleted alloys. The use of the ornate letter “X’ in the legends suggests 
an issue date after 1382. This type was once attributed to Robert d’ Anjou of Achaia in the 1340s, though now that attribution is doubtful.

LHS Numismatic attributed this coin as an imitation of a dated issue of Adrien de Wignacourt, 1690-1697. Although the fact that his ducats 
display a shield on the reverse calls this specific attribution into question, a derivative form of ‘John’ in the exergue does point towards a Rhodian 
or Maltese prototype. The long cross replacing the former flags on the obverse demonstrates that this piece is indeed post 1675 — well after the 
last Rhodian ducats. The exergue line does also resemble issues of Malta, but the insertion of a large ‘M’ is certainly confusing. The second half 
of the reverse legend somewhat resembles the Indian brass tokens from 1870 or before, with the legends ending in ‘DIOESIMIVOC. It is likely 
that coins like this one reached India to serve as the basis for later imitative pieces not based upon original Venetian coins.

There is a strange relationship among India, Arabia or the Levant, Europe, and Africa in the later imitative ducat series. Specimens of the 
Indian type can be collected at bazaars and markets in Arabia and the Levant, leading to speculation that some of them were actually struck 
there. There is certain evidence of imitations being made in Egypt and Lebanon, plus some have pedigrees from the Yemen. Furthermore, it 
would appear that English and perhaps German or Austrian firms found a way to mass-produce crude Indian or Levantine jewelry imitations 
that were then imported to India, and possibly also sold to African natives in the colonial trade.

More Powerful Through One Superior

This medal, issued by Holy Roman Emperor Leopold I, celebrates the treaty with the Ottoman Turks after the Battle of Saint Gotthard on 1 
August 1664. By the 1660s, the Austrians and Ottomans had been in conflict for well over a century. In 1529, during the reign of Charles V, the 
powerful Ottoman sultan Suleyman pushed into Austrian territory and besieged Vienna. Although the Ottomans were ultimately unsuccessful 
in taking Austria, they held onto much of their Hungarian acquisitions. In 1663, the Ottomans renewed their battle with the Hapsburgs, 
declaring war after finding that the Austrians supported a rebellion within Ottoman territory. The Turks amassed their forces by the Raba River, 
which separates Hungary from Austria. To defend against them, Leopold formed a coalition of Christian nations, including even his enemies: 
the Protestant German princes and the French. The outcome of the battle was decisive. The coalition, although outnumbered by the enemy, 
faced the Ottomans near the monastery of St. Gotthard and prevented them from entering Austria. As a result, the Turks were forced to retreat 
back into Hungary. After the battle, Leopold ended his campaign, refusing to chase the Ottomans into their territory. Instead, he negotiated 
the Peace of Vasvar. This treaty recognized the Ottomans’ ownership of Hungary, and it also stipulated that Austria pay war reparations to the 
Turks -- a surprising inclusion, considering that the Austrians, at that moment, had the more powerful military. Despite the terms of the treaty, 
this medal seems to depict the event as a major Austrian victory. On the obverse, the Austrian eagle is perched on top of the world, while the 
reverse depicts a streaming sun (as Jesus) overcoming the crescent of the Ottoman Empire. The legend further reinforces the role of religion 
in the victory: QVO SVPERIORE POTENTIOR, “more powerful through one superior.”

This fascinating medal was produced during the War of the Spanish Succession (1701-1714), in which France fought the Austrian Habsburgs 
to protect its claims on Spanish lands after the death of the Spanish king Charles II. According to Charles’ will, Philip of Anjou, grandson of 
Maria Theresia and Louis XIV of France, was to become king of Spain. However, the Austrian Habsburgs did not recognize Philip’s claim to 
the throne. In the ensuing military conflict between Austria and France, Spain lost the Southern Netherlands to Austria. The obverse of this 
klippe refers to a vision that was recorded by Conrad Lycosthenes in his Prodigiorum ac ostentorum chronicon, a collection of omens and 
predictions published in Basel in 1557. The account of the vision, which occurred on 7 February 1536, describes two armored figures fighting 
in the sky, each holding a shield, one inscribed REGNABO (“I will reign”), and the other inscribed REGNAVI (“I reigned”). On this medal, 
the upper figure is holding a shield decorated with a double eagle, while the lower figure, holding a shield inscribed with a sun, lies prostrate 
below him. We can assume this is an allegory in which the upper figure represents Austria and the Holy Roman Empire in its victory over 
France’s Sun King, Louis XIV. The reverse of the klippe records the name of Spain’s new ruler, Charles III (later Holy Roman Emperor Charles 
VI). According to the legend on the medal, Charles assumes power over Spain 170 years after the vision recorded in Lycosthenes’ chronicles.

Bagrat followed his father Giorgi I to the throne of Georgia at the age of nine, and his reign was a constant struggle with opponents seeking 
the throne and expansionist Byzantine emperors. Bagrat saw off two pretenders from other branches of the royal family, but the Duke of 
Kldekari, Liparit, was a constant thorn in his side, and in 1051 Bagrat had to flee to Constantinople, seeking Byzantine neutrality while he 
returned to deal with Liparit. Liparit fled in 1058, but only a few years later Georgia faced a greater threat, the Seljuq sultan Alp Arslan who 
ravaged southern Georgia in a series of raids. Bagrat IV died in 1072, having fought the Seljugs to a draw and preserved Georgian unity and 
independence.

Sts. Simon and Jude are two of the Twelve Apostles: Simon was called “the Zealot” and Jude was known as Judas Thaddeus to distinguish him 
from Judas Iscariot. Minor disciples, little is known about them apart from later non-canonical Christian hagiography. Both saints shared the 
same feast day on 28 October and, according to the Golden Legend, a 13th century lives of the saints by Jacobus de Vergine, these two saints 
traveled together to the Parthian Empire, where they were martyred. 


In the city of Goslar, the collegiate abbey-church of Sts. Simon and Jude, built in 1051 by Hermann, the archbishop of KG6In in honor of the 
Holy Roman emperor, Heinrich III, was considered to be the largest one of its kind at the time in the area, and became the model for numerous 
subsequent regional abbey-churches.

Prior to the accension of Shivaji, the Marathas were a loose confederacy of Hindu tribes who controlled the Deccan. This area underwent 
periodic conflicts with the Mughal emperors who sought to control the region. During this period, Shahaji, an influential Maratha commander, 
sought to consolidate his control over the disparate tribes; it was his son, Shivaji, who became the first true ruler of the Maratha Empire that 
resulted. Appointed by his father as jagir, or feudal lord of Pune while still young, Shivaji used his territory as a base from which he expanded 
his control over the surrounding local lords. By 1674, he was in a position to proclaim himself Chhatrapati, king in effect. To commemorate 
this event, an extremely rare issue of gold and silver hunas were struck for his coronation. During his reign, Shivaji fended off the Mughals, 
but after his death in 1680 the Maratha states were broken, and the Hindu tribes resorted to a prolonged campaign of guerilla warfare for almost 
the next half-century. Shivaji is regarded as one of the founders of modern India.

Originating in Renaissance Milan, where it was first issued in 1468, the testone was a large denomination of good silver and was so-called 
because its obverse bore a naturalistically-styled head (It. testa) of the reigning duke. Owing to the influx of silver from both trade and new 
sources of ore, the Milanese Sforza family used the denomination to promote their power and regional influence. Unlike the more stylized 
portraits of the Middle Ages, they followed Renaissance artistic principles, and the portraits of the family are presented in a more naturalistc 
and accurate manner. Like the French gros tournois of the thirteenth century, the testone gained popular acceptance and soon other areas in 
Italy began minting similar coins, bearing portraits of their own rulers. By the end of the fifteenth century, France, England, and Scotland 
began minting their own versions. Known as the teston in France, and the testoon in England and Scotland, these large coins gave scope for the 
introduction of artistic Renaissance portraits. In effect then, the testone and its variants may be viewed as the first modern European coinage.

Alfonso I d’Este was a true Renaissance prince. Shortly after he became duke, he uncovered a plot against him that involved two of his brothers. 
Tried for high treason, they were convicted and sentenced to be executed. However, Alfonso commuted their sentences to life imprisonment. 


During the Italian Wars, Alfonso maintained a delicate balance between the warring factions, while strengthening Ferrara’s fortifications 
against attack. Joining the League of Cambrai, he sided with the French against Pope Julius II. For this, Alfonso was excommunicated and 
relieved of his territories, which now became part of the Papal States. Alfonso was not to be undone, using Ferrara’s superior artillery made 
from fragments of Michelangelo’s equestrian statue of Julius, he assisted in several significant victories against the Pope, and the emperor 
Charles V subsequently rewarded Alfonso’s assistance with the restoration of his lands. 


Alfonso was also a patron of the arts. He patronized Giovanni Bellini and Titian, who painted for him several works, including a portrait of 
the Duke leaning on one of his cannons. In 1529 Alfonso built a magnificent art gallery. Known as the Camerino, this white marble-veneered 
chamber with gilded ceiling housed his impressive collection. 


Alfonso was married twice. His first wife, Anna, was the sister of Gian Galeazzo Sforza, and the niece of Alfonso’s own sister, Beatrice. After 
Anna’s death in childbirth, Alfonso married Lucrezia Borgia, the daughter of Pope Alexander VI and sister of Cesare Borgia, and whose name 
became a by-word for Renaissance ruthlesness.
